New York, 
Nov. 6.—With perfect 
weather, a thoroughly nonpartisan po- ! 
lice force, an Australian ballot, and 
nearly a dozen tickets in the field, the 
voters of New York turned out early 
and voted rapidly, but they did not de­ 
feat Tammany. After hearing from 800 
precincts, John C. Sheehan, the Tam­ 
many leader, claimed they had carried 
the city by 45,000 plurality. Chairman 
Lauterbach conceded the defeat of the 
fusion ticket. There was a big vote for 
the registration, and a quiet election. 
There were few attempts at repeating 
or colonization, and it was the most 
orderly election day ever known in New 
York city. 
The latest returns from the state in­ 
dicate that the republican 
majority 
will be fully 80,000 and that the legis­ 
lature will have 39 republicans and l l 
democrats in the senate, and the assem­ 
bly 109 republicans and 41 democrats. 
The state senate is elected for three 
years and will vote for a United States 
senator to succeed David B. Hill. 
Albany, N. Y., Nov. 6.—In the munic­ 
ipalities the democracy won. 
Tam­ 
many is in control of New York city, 
the Cleveland element in control of Al­ 
bany, and republicans dominant in all 
other parts of the state. This gives a 
result that is not satisfactory to either 
party. 
David B. Hill will not go back 
to the United States senate unless the 
democrats should elect a big enough 
maority in the assembly next year to 
overcome the republican majority in 
the state senate on joint ballot. 
In 
New York city the “good government” 
organization will not be entitled to 
print its candidates on the regular bal­ 
lots next year, if it has a ticket in the 
field, as it did not poll the per cent of 
all votes necessary under the law for 
a place.

Returns from Pennsylvania. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 6.—The election 
in Pennsylvania was for a state treas­ 
urer, superior court justices, coroner, 
and director of the poor. The voting 
was light and from returns now in tho 
Republican majority will be over 85,- 
000. 
Careful estimates of the vote in 
the sixty-seven counties of Pennsylva­ 
nia show a plurality for Benjamin J. 
Haywood (Rep.), for state treasurer, 
over Benjamin K. Meyers (Dem.) of 
157,919, a gain as compared with the 
vote of 1893 for the same office of 22,- 
273. 
It will probably require the of­ 
ficial count to determine who is the 
Democratic member of the superior 
court. 


The Tote In Nebraska. 
Omaha, Neb., Nov. 6.—Returns from 
various portions show 
that Norval 
(Rep.), the candidate for supreme court, 
is elected by a large majority. One of 
the surprises developed by 
late re­ 
turns is the great strength of Maxwell, 
the Populist candidate for supreme 
judge. 
His vote is next to Norval’s, 
and is almost double that of both of 
the Democratic candidates for the same 
position. 
The leading feature of the 
returns is the difference between the 
vote for Mahoney, administration Dem­ 
ocrat candidate for supreme court, and 
Phelps, silver Democrat, showing enor­ 
mous gains for the administration man. 
Most of the returns give Mahoney 
double that of his opponent This is of 
great interest, as showing how Nebras­ 
ka Democrats stand on the financial 
issue. Two years ago the relative 
strength of the silver and gold Demo­ 
crats was in the ratio of 25 to I. 


Cleveland Remains at Woodley. 
Washington, Nov. 6.—Owing to the 
unusual conditions prevailing in a 
number of the states, and the uncer­ 
tainty regarding the outcome, intense 
interest was felt at the capital in the 
results of the elections.

was this the case with respect to New 
York, Kentucky, Maryland, New Jer­ 
sey and Ohio.

interest. Large crowds gathered in 
front of the newspaper offices and re­ 
mained until the returns showed defi­ 
nite results at the storm centers. Pres­ 
ident Cleveland did not make his ap­ 
pearance at the White House all day, 
but remained at his country home at 
Woodley.

Both Sides Claims to Have Elected the 
Governor. 
Louisville, Ky., Nov. 6.—The election 
throughout the state yesterday was an 
unusually quiet one. As was antici­ 
pated, the vote cast shows a heavy in­ 
crease by both parties over any previ­ 
ous year. At the republican headquar­ 
ters many private telegrams had been 
received from the chairmen of 
the 
county committees. Congressmen Hun­ 
ter, chairman of the state committee,

Silvcrites Carry Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., Nov. 6.—The weather 
yesterday throughout the state was 
clear and warm, but the indications are 
that not more than half the registered 
vote was polled. From reports received 
up to a late hour, it is estimated the 
democratic majority will be from 30,000 
to 50,000. The populists did not receive 
more than 15 per cent of the total vote 
cast. In this city 349 votes were polled, 
being less than half the registered vote.

Against It. 
Boston, Mass., Nov. 6.—The election 
in Massachusetts was one of the most 
quiet in the history of the state. The 
Republicans re-elected Greenhalge as 
governor by over 
70.000 
majority, 
against 65,000 last year. The total vote 
of the state is something over 310,000 
In total of 61,000 in city of 
Boston 
on the suffrage issue 41,000 votes were 
polled against it, and this percentage 
held good throughout the entire state. 
The legislative department of the gov­ 
ernment is also Republican, 
thirty- 
three of the forty senators elected be­ 
ing of that political bias. There is a 
slight gain for the Democratic party, 
the senate last year having stood thir­ 
ty-six Republicans and four Demo­ 
crats. In the house of representatives 
the Republicans have practically the 
same majority as last year. The hopes 
of the friends of female suffrage have

Virginia Lacks Enthusiasm. 
Richmond, Va., Nov. 6.—The election 
yesterday closed one of the most apa 
thetic 
campaigns 
known 
in

ginia for many years. The election was 
for half of the senate (twenty) and the 
whole membership of the house of dele­ 
gates (IOO). The indications are that in 
most sections of the state a small vote 
was polled. The detailed returns, so 
far as received, show that the new sen­ 
ate will contain thirty-four democrats 
and six anti-democrats and the house 
about eighty democrats and twenty 
anti-democrats. Reports from Wood- 
stock indicate the defeat of "Walton 
(dem.) for the state senate. He was the 
author of the new election measure. 


Statehood Wins In Utah. 
Ogden, Utah, Nov. 6.—Twenty-four 
precincts give Caine (dem.) for govern­ 
or, 747; Wells 
(rep.), 869. 
Roberts 
(dem.), for congress, 772; Allen (rep.), 
853. For statehood, 535, against 71. It 
is predicted that statehood will be car­ 
ried by from 10,000 to 13,000. No re­ 
turns are coming in on which to base 
estimate on the state legislature. From 
the returns on governor and congress 
man there is little indication of scratch­ 
ing.

CONTROL OF THE SENATE. 


Great Interest Manifested at Washing­ 
ton on the Subject. 
Washington, Nov. 6.—Great interest 
was manifested here in the legislative 
elections throughout the country, as 
they will materially affect the control of 
the United States senate. Up to yester­ 
day the standing in the senate was as 
follows: 
Republicans, 42; democrats, 
39; populists, 6; vacant, (Del.) I. To­ 
tal, 88. As the result of the elections 
the democrats will lose and the repub­ 
licans will gain a senator from Mary­ 
land and from Ohio respectively. The 
other legislative elections do not ap­ 
pear to affect the standing in the senate. 
Utah chooses the United Senators for 
the first time, but the complexion of the 
legislature is not yet certain. 
The 
Utah senators take their seat in the 
senate shortly after congress assembles. 
The changes in Ohio and Maryland will 
not affect the senate until 
March 4, 
1897. 
The republican majority in the next 
Ohio legislature as shown by the re­ 
turns insures the retirement of Sena­ 
tor Brice (dem.) and the succession of a 
republican. In Maryland the election 
of a republican legislature, the first in 
many years, will bring about the retire­ 
ment of Senator Gibson, and the elec­ 
tion of a republican in his place. The 
election of a republican legislature in 
Iowa is not unexpected, and it is con­ 
sidered settled that Senator Allison 
will be elected to succeed himself, his 
present term expiring March 4, 1897. 
The return of a democratic legislature 
in Mississippi has been a foregone con­ 
clusion. 
It will elect a successsor to 
Senator George.

He Was F ifty Tears Old, and Had Lived 
Here Many Tears 
Dr. Judd was a native of Pennsyl­ 
vania, he having been born in Mercer 
county, in that state, in 1846. 
He 
was the son of 
Dr. Frederick Hill 
Judd, who soon after he attained his 
majority, came west and settled in 
Rock Island, 111, 
Later he and two 
bankers of that city formed a mining 
company, and established the town 
called Black Hawk, near Central City, 
Col. 
After several years of very suc­ 
cessful work in that line, Dr. Judd re­ 
turned east, settling in Brooklyn. 
In 
1867 he visited Europe, aud on his re­ 
turn decided to locate in Janesville, 
residing in this city until his death, 
which occurred on July 28, 1877. 
Dr. Thorwaldsen Judd was the only 
member of the family who did not go 
to Colorado with his father. 
Later 
he was sent to Norwalk, Conn., to at­ 
tend school, joining the family after 
their 
removal 
to Brooklyn. 
His 
father invested heavily in the Eagle­ 
ton Manufacturing Company at that 
city, and gave his two sons, L. D. and 
Thorwaldsen, an interest of $75,000 
in the business.

Soon after, Thorwaldson engaged
